Evpn tho omillut seed will ger- 
mitiwte better if covered lightly. 

Rwpberry plants ahoald be put 
out ne early as the soil will admit. 

Ill pruning all large wounds should 
be covered with white lead and oil. 

Buckwheat is a good crop to grow 
m the orchard to help build up lor- 
tility. 

So far as possible all the manure 
applied in the garden should bv 
thoroughly rotted and fine. . 

Onions, lettuce, peas, beets, rad- 
ishet and spinach can be worked. 

Sow or plant everything in 
straight rows and sufficiently far 
apart to use the garden cultivator. 

Mix radish seed, using an early, 
medium and late variety, in order 
to keep up a succession. 

By using the garden seed drill 
seel la distributed more evenly in 
the row and is covered more evenly. 

It is important in tho garden and 
orchard to get the work all done in 
season; planning ahead will aid in 
this. 

Mix a few radish seeds with the 
asparagus, rhubarb and parsnips, so 
that the weeds will not hide the 
plants. 

In the garden the best plan of ap- 
plying commercial fertilizers is 
broadcasting. In the garden espec- 
ially it is difficult to get the soil too 
rich.
